WASHINGTON {JO — President 
Eisenhower today tab b ed the Dem­ 
ocratic proposal to cut taxes $20 
a person next Jan. I as some kind 
of a height in fiscal irresponsib il­ 
ity . 
The President told a news con­ 
ference the Democratic sponsors 
of the plan in the House did not 
hav e the courage to offer it as a 
separate b ill. 
Instead, he said, 
they hav e offered it as an amend­ 
ment to legislation to continue 
corporation and excise taxes at 
present rates. 
The administration has asked 
for continuation of the corporation 
and excise tax rates now in ef­ 
fect. 
By tieing the proposed in­ 
come tax cut with this, sponsors 
would present Eisenhower with a 
situation where he could not v eto 
the $20 cut without also killing the 
rate extensions.

One of the thrilling song s of World War 
I was “ J oan of Arc, They Are Calling You.” 
Its theme had to do with the stem and 
heroic role that was needed to lead France 
to v ictory ag ainst the oncoming hordes of 
the Kaiser’s army , then commonly referred 
to as Huns. 
Since that time France has lost much of 
the ex acting , self-sacrificing spirit that is 
necessary in national and international 
crises. The country has been plag ued by an 
enfeebling feeling of futility and “ what’s- 
the-use.” The most popular attitude among 
political leaders is that of ev ading the ob­ 
v ious challeng es of this trag ic ag e, which 
hav e to do with the raising of tax es and the 
maintenance of a strong military front 
ag ainst the creeping blig ht of communism. 
There are too many splinter parties—too 
many dev ices for defeating the will of the 
comparativ ely few leaders wh o realize the 
need of stern self-discipline. Uppermost are 
temporary " issues that are not issues at all, 
but sordid political lev erag es. So it seems al­ 
most hopeless for France to try* for a stable, 
permanent g ov ernment. 
It is only an ironical sidelig ht that the 
most recent recipient of the premiership is 
not only a lawy er and former bank clerk, 
but a writer of fairy stories. France has been 
listening too long to fairy stories and sleep- 
producing phrases. It trag ically needs a 
challeng e like that Churchill g av e when he 
said that all he had to offer was “ blood, 
sweat and tears.’* 
American s are h o p in g th at a p remier will 
emerg e wh o will g et away fro m b ed -time 
stories, unrealities and wistful hopes, and 
bring the French people to their senses. It 
may be a v ain h o p e, b u t so me miracle lik e 
that of J oan of Arc could conceiv ably take 
p lace. 


Time is a g reat rectifier, and it nev er 
lacks thing s to rectify .

The 1955 city election campaig n is just 
about to start and we sug g est that it would 
make a v ery ex cellent plank in some may or 
candidate’s platform if he would come out 
in fav or of a new city building that would 
be in keeping with an up-to-date communi­ 
ty . Rushv ille is up-to-date in v ery many 
respects but it certainly is far behind the 
times in its so-called city hall. 
Rushv ille badly needs new quarters for 
its modernized police department, now situ­ 
ated, as it was a half century ag o, in a little 
crowded cubby hole on the second floor of 
the city hall. The police department by all 
means should be located on the street lev el 
with plenty of space for its g rowing files, ra­ 
dio communications setup and other fea­ 
tures of a mid-Twentieth Century police 
station. 
There should be a commodious Council 
chamber where the public, if it cared, could 
sit in on Council sessions. Now there is a 
room just barely larg e enoug h to accommo­ 
date the larg e table around which the Coun­ 
cilmen g ather to transact the city ’s busi­ 
ness. Any citizens who bother to turn out 
when items of public interest are broug ht 
up hav e to stand up and listen to the pro­ 
ceeding s. They feel like they are intruding 
on the city fathers by g athering in the lit­ 
tle room. But after all, it is a citizen’s rig ht 
to be in on the Council discussions and he 
should not be made to feel like an interlop­ 
er.

WASHINGTON .? — Don’t bet on an income tax 
cut any time soon ev en thoug h the House Demo­ 
crats seem ready to approv e one. 
In J anuary President Eisenhower held out hope of 
a tax reduction in 1916. which happens to be a presi­ 
dential and cong ressional election y ear. 
Eisenhower, after ex plaining in his budg et mes­ 
sag e why the country can’t afford any reductions this 
y ear, said: 
“ I hope that tax reductions will be . . . justified 
nex t y ear. If so, I shall recommend a reduction . . . 
to spread the relief fairly among all . . .” 
Any connection between that hope and the idea 
that one of the roads to a v oter’s affection is throug h 
his pocketbook may hav e been purely coincidental 
But if Eisenhower did propose a reduction in the 
1956 election y ear it would put the Democrats in 
Cong ress ov er a bit of a barrel, politically . 
The Republicans couldn't put the cut throug h by 
themselv es. They ’re outnumbered. The Democrats 
control Cong ress now and almost certainly will con­ 
trol it nex t y ear, too. 
But if the* Democrats helped Eisenhower put 
throug h a tax reduction in 1956, the Republicans no 
doubt would tell the v oters to thank Eisenhower. 
At the* same time, since 1956 is an election y ear, 
the Democrats could hardly refuse to g o along on a 
tax cut. 
House Democrats apparently think they hav e found 
a way to beat the President to the punch and take 
the play away from the Republicans in 1956. 
The House Way s and Means Committee, dominated 
by Democrats, has v oted to send a tax cut bill to 
the House floor for a showdown, perhaps Thursday . 
Their plan would g iv e ev ery tax pay er a $20 cut, 
plus $20 for each dependent. 
Republicans cried “ politics” and Democrats said 
they were merely try ing to “ rectify the Republican 
injustices” in 1954’s tax cut leg islation. 
Not all House Democrats wertt along with the 
House Democratic leaders. But ev en if the House 
puts throug h the bill, it may be killed in the Senate 
which would also hav e to approv e before the cut 
could become law. 


WASHINGTON I* — Sen. By rd 
(D-Va) said today he is conv inced 
President Eisenhower’s 10-billion- 
dollar hig hway building prog ram is 
“ just pure pork barrel.” By rd said 
he would oppose it as inflationary . 
And Sen. Gore (D-Tenn), in a 
separate 
interv iew,

“ irresponsible financing ” the Presi­ 
dent’s plan to earmark for 30 y ears 
a portion of federal g asoline and 
diesel oil tax es for construction 
of super hig hway s. 
But Sen. Case (R-SD), sponsor

the road modernization plan. 
Case’s bill was assig ned to a 
Senate Public Works subcommittee 
headed by Gore. 
Gore has proposed an alterna­ 
tiv e prog ram under which federal 
aid for hig hway s would be boosted 
from the present lev el of $8 76,000,- 
000 to $1,600,000,000 y early . 
The 
present sy stem of matching fed­ 
eral and state funds would be re­ 
tained. 
Under the Eisenhower prog ram, 
the 
federal g ov ernment 
share 
would come to more than 31 billion 
dollars, with 25 billions of this de­ 
v oted to a 40,000-mile network of 
interstate hig hway 's. The other six 
billion plum in federal funds would 
g o for work on roads connecting 
major cities, on 
farm-to-market 
roads, urban streets and hig hway s 
on federal lands.

Allen play ed football and bask et­ 
ball at Indiana, where he receiv ed 
bachelor of arts and m aster of 
arts degrees. After gradu ation, he 
became a high school principal at 
New Castle and the su perintendent 
of schools at Mu ncie.
